As the result of a conference be­ 
tween Governor Brumbaugh and I>r. 
Samuel (J Dixon some time ago, the 
State Health Department on Friday 
began a detailed sanitary survey of

ground to be covered will be about

ing the encampment. 
Several springs and walls on the 
battlefield suspected 
of being 
pol­ 
luted, 
were posted Friday to warn 
soldier* and the civilians against us­ 
ing them. 
The 
work 
to be done, 
which will be handled by a squad of 
»ix engineer* and assistants, will in­ 
clude 
the inspection of the water 
supply on every farm, springs and 
streams along the highways, places 
•susceptible 
to 
mosquito 
and 
fly 
breeding, 
and method* of disposing 
of sewage and waste* 
from every 
welling 
The Health Department engineers 
will work in co-operation with the 
Army Medical officers. 
All indications point to the pre­ 
sent camp using a great deal more 
ground that is now under its control. 
For a week or more, efforts have been 
under 
way 
to see 
what additional 
ground would be available for drill­ 
ing and, now that many of the crops 
have been harvested, it is quite likely 
that deals will be closed with a num­ 
ber of fanners for the use 
of their 
fields 
The fact that these drills, marches, 
and maneuvers will take the soldiers 
some distance from camp and over 
a wide territory makes necessary tho 
sanitary inspection which was started 
on Friday and will be continued until 
the entire territory 
is 
thoroughly 
covered. 
In the meantime1 the local health 
authorities are working diligently to 
cope with conditions in town and to 
have all nuisances abated promptly.
